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The President’s Appeal 


President W ilson is back again in America. 
J Ic re 
turns with the draft of the great agreement among the na 
tions 
the constitution of the league of nations——to pre 
sent it to the American people for discussion and consid 
oration. 


It is undoubtedly right and proper that the people 
and the peoples representatives in Congress should pass 
through an era of discussion upon so momentous a step as 
that which membership in the League 
of 
Nations 
in 
volves, 
It is, beyond all question, proper that so import­ 
ant a step should not be taken without deliberate and, 
above all else, honest and fair-minded consideration. 
It is not exactly clear though that we have, in the 
presentation of the league of nations proposal, reached 
the forks of the road. 
So far as the Monroe Doctrine is 
concerned and so far as present and future conditions af­ 
fect our national isolation, the parting of the ways wa 
reached when America entered the world war and pledged 
all her gigantic strength to the cause of liberty. 
VV hen this nation “to the last man and the last dollar” 
consecrated itself to the defense of liberty throughout the 
world to all people everywhere we undertook the estab­ 
lishment, it seems, of a new Monroe Doctrine, a broader 
and a more comprehensive, more unselfish attitude of 
protection of the smaller nations and the weaker peoples 
—a doctrine to which all the great civilized nations of the 
world could and would subscribe 
and 
pledge* 
their re­ 
sources to uphold. 
It is to be hoped that politics will be forgotten in the 
consideration and discussion of the great problem which 
confronts America. 
The President made his first address at Boston on 
Monday and like all of his addresses it was beautiful and 
convincing. His discussion of the proposal was more gen­ 
eral than specific but later on the people will have either 


t F o m President Wilson or from those with whom he con­ 
fers, the full details of the plan coincident with which is 
certain to come a wide range of discussion—some favor­ 
able and some antagonistic. 
So long as the discussion is 
maintained on the high plane which so colossal a pro­ 
posal deserves there can be and will be no objection and 
nothing save good can result. 
W ith the general proposal that America make secure 
the fruits of the great victory won there can be no fault 
found, but with the detail plans which 
the 
objection 
incurs, with the security offered there may be room for a 
wide difference of opinion. 
One fact is evident and that is that President Wilson 
has determined to go straight to the American people 
with the most gigantic proposal of all time, confident of 
the verdict which the people will return. 
It must be conceded at the outset that America enter­ 
ed the war with some more definite ideas than assisting in 
winning the war to restore old conditions in Europe. 
If conditions as they existed before the world war 
were a menace will our soldiers and sailors not have suf­ 
fered and died in vain unless those conditions are chang­ 
ed for all time? 
If we oppose the league of nations what have we to 
offer in its stead which will make the glorious victory won 
on the field of battle worth while? 
President Wilson appeals to the American people to 
join in the league of nations. The agreement is the result 
of the united effort of the greatest statesmen and “ideal­ 
ists” in the world unanimously reached.

State Sheep Industry. 
Aside from the dog, the 
greatest 
cause for decreased sheep production 
in Ohio is the stomach worm, accord­ 
ing to Dr. L. P. Beechy, extension 
veterinary 
specialist 
of 
the Ohio 
State University. 
It is a small red 
and white worm about one-half to one 
inch in size. 
It sucks the blood of 
the host and causes it to run down 
until it finally dies. 
Eggs are deposited in the stomach 
and are later discharged, Under fav­ 
orable conditions, the eggs soon hatch 
ort* the ground. 
The larvae crawl up 
the blades 
of 
grass 
and ensheath 
themselves. 
By feeding on the grass 
the sheep become infested, the worm 
matures ami the life cycle is com­ 
pleted. 
Dr. H. B. Ransom of the United 
States Departm en t 
of 
Agriculture, 
suggests frequent change of pasture 
as one remedy. 
Sheep may be kept 
together from November to April. In 
April they may be kept on the sam e 
pasture for the entire month. 
In May, 
change the pasture every two w eeks; I 
in June, every ten days; in July a n d 1 
August every week; 
in September, 
every ten days; and in October, every 
two weeks. 
A permanent pasture can 
be separated by a fence and the two 
parts can be used alternately. 
A one percent solution of sulphate 
of copjx r administered as a drench, 
following starvation for 24 hours 
now recognized as the most effectual 
method of treating an infested flock. 
Dpse from one to two and one-half 
ounces, according to the age and the 
ize of sheep. 
One dose is usually 
sufficient, 
lf the entire flock were 
treated In the fall when taken off past­ 
ille and again in tho spring before 
turning out it would go a long way 
toward keeping pastures free of the 
pest.
